Opinion* of the country people’s likes 
> and dislikes are frequently heard in 
a newspaper office and the praise given 
most of our carriers has been unstint- 
ed. 


One man said last 
veek “ Nothing 
seems to lie too much trouble for our 
currier, he tries 
to 
.CCO turn ixia te us 


j wherever he can. ” 
In many cases this appreciation has 
taken a more substantial 
form than 
words. 
Numerous gifts of the butch­ 
ering along the route or a lilieral por 
tion of fruit has fallen to the lot of the 
obliging carrier. 


However considerable dissatisfaction 
is manifest in several instances, a few 
patrons having gone so far us to speak 
I of presenting a |ie»ition for the removal 
I of the deliverymen. 
During an inter 
view several men expressed themselves 
as “ surprised 
at’^the ‘harum scam rn' 
manner in which their carrier race I 
along w ith apparently no idea of doing 
anything except what he 
was com- 
' polled to.' 
Said one Hisn “ Our present carrier 
seems to think that because he has a 
government job he is entitled to drive 
over bis trip making enemies and com­ 
plaining for the remainder of his life. 
He forgets that there are other 
|ieople 
anxious to get this job and that there 
is a big chance of his not 
holding it 
always. “ 
But this 
talk 
is exceptional, the 
great majority of the routes think they 
have the liest of 
men. 
This 
is ap ­ 
proaching the hardest time of the year 
for country driving. 
The road *b heavy 
and muddy,are not conducive to quick 
delivery and it is at 
this time the 
carrier deserves the 
most considera­ 
tion.

Girl and Fiance Ole on Eve 


of Their Wedding. 


TOOK POISON IN HER HOME 


Her Mother Discovert Pair Dead In 
Parlor—Plans For Ceremony and Fu­ 


ture Home Perfected. 


Cumberland, Md., Jan. 2.—Investi­ 
gation of 
the mysterious deaths of 
Charles Tw gg, a m erchant, of Keyser, 
VV. Va., and Miss Grace Glosser, who 
were to have been m arried today, has 
failed to uncover any clue that would 
reveal the real reason for the dual 
tragedy. 
Post mortem exam ination showed 
that the pair died of cyanide poison 
ing, but whether or not in a suicidal 
compact cannot be determined N eith­ 
er can the bottle that, contained the 
poison be found. 
Twigg 
went to the Elosser home 
with the wedding ring. 
It did not fit, 
and the couple had arranged to go to a 
jew eler to have It fitted 
The pair 
were In the parlor alone from I until 
about 2.45 o’clock In the afternoon. 
Members of the family heard them 
chatting mcirily. 
Qirl Telephoned to Friend. 
At about 2 o’clock Miss Blesser tel­ 
ephoned to a girl friend about the 
coming wedding Soon after this all 
was still, but nothing was suspected. 
At length the girl s mother,* who first 
called at the door and getting no re­ 
sponse. entered the room, to find the 
pair aeatc.l on the sofa. Twigg'* he d 
was hanging to one side. Mrs. Elon el 
took hold of heT daughter, who tell 
over She was dead 
The bodies were removed to the un 
dertaking room of Louis Stein, where 
a post mortem revealed death by c>a 
nide potassium poisoning. 
Miss Elosser was twenty-eight years 
of age. 
She divorced her husband, 
Maurice C. Willison. about a year ago 
and resumed ber maiden name. Bight 
after the divorce Willison married Hil­ 
da Gorman. 
Miss Elosser was a born horsewo­ 
man and was known all over the city 
for the spotted (amy she drove. Twigg 
was thirty-three years old. 
He had 
prepared a fine home for his bride to 
enter after a southern trip. He owned 
a large store and a big peach orchard, 
Horn which he realized handsomely 
the season just closed. 
The tongues of both were burned. 
The theory is that Twigg gave (alison 
to the girl under disguise and then 
drank it himself.

among the poorer classes. 
“This plan of small fam ilies among 
the poor and larger ones among the 
rich would tend to reduce the present 
high cost of living and also to dis­ 
tribute more equally the wealth that Is 
now being controlled by the com para­ 
tively few.”

Falls at Los Angeles, and Latter 


Dies at New Orleans. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Jan. 2. — Arch 
lloxsey, whose awful death by tailing 
600 feet In ids aeroplane at the asia 
tion meet here shocked the world, will 
be crem ated and buried in Pasadena. 
Hoxsey’n mother, Mrs. lf. S. Hoxsey, 
at Pasadena, is bearing up well under 
the strain, but it has been decided 
that it would not lie wise to permit 
her to see the horribly mangled body 
of her son. For this reason the bcdv 
will he placed in a sealed casket and 
crem ated immediately after the tune al 
services. 
Hoxsey held the world’s 
altitude 
record, which he won by ascend rig 
11.474 feet, and a day later sailed ma 
jest it a I !> 4 OOO feet above the highest 
mountain in California. 
When he was killed Hoxsey was re­ 
turning from a trip into the clouds 
He was within 600 feet of the ♦aith, 
doing the spiral dip, and cheers w**,e 
gong up to meet the conqueror of the 
higher air, when his machine seemed 
to stop, shudder and whirl over and 
over to the ground. 
As in the New 
Orleans 
tragedy, the rear elevator, 
rendered useless when the momentum 
was gone, flipped around helpless lo 
aid the lated machine. Hoxsey vainly 
endeavored to right his craft by warp­ 
ing the main planes aud by use of (he 
rudder. Vain attempts, there, for be 
fore sufficient momentum was gained 
the frail structure crumpled upon the 
• arth, the heavy engine being tom 
l'Miee. 
Only a few farm hands saw Moi* a ut 
hurtle to his death, but Hoxsey's end 
came 
before 
the horrified gaze of 
thousands who had come out in the 
pleasant afternoon to watch the bird­ 
men darting here ana th ere through 
the air. Tie day's pleasure ended when 
an announ< er. sadly lifting his mega­ 
phone, droned out the m essage: 
“Arch 
Hoxsey 
has 
been 
killed. 
There will be no more flying.’’ 


MOURNS MOISANT

plane Was Dashed to Ground. 
New Orleans, Jan. 2.—All New Or­ 
leans is mourning the death of John 
B. Moisant, who was killed by tho 
plunging of his Rleriot monoplane i t 
H arahan, near here, and the body was 
placed in a receiving vault to await 
bis relatives' actions.

Moisant won fame at the meet at 
Belmont Park, N. J.

That there is profit In milking such 
co wa as arc found on the average 
farm at this time ia attested by the 
larger num ber of fanners engaged in 
dairying.
